The 
children's  librarian,  assistants  and  volunteers  are  the  ones  who  use  their  ingenuity  to 
translate  the  theme,  materials,  and  ideas  into  happenings  that  make  local  libraries  visible 
in  the  community  and  deliver  the  program  to  the  children.

EVALUATION  SUMMARY  OF  '84  SLP: 
WHAT  WE  LEARNED  AND  HOW  WE  WU.L  RESPOND 


At  least  253,320  visits  were  made  to  the  public  libraries  of  Florida  as  a  direct 
result  of  Florida's  Statewide  Summer  Library  Program,  this  is  an  increase  of  36,370  or 
14%  over  last  year's  attendance  figures.   One  hundred  seventy-two  (172)  of  one  hundred 
seventy-four  (174)  responses  (several  of  these  were  system  compilations)  felt  that  the 
program  was  successful  in  its  effort  to  motivate  children  to  think  positively  about  the 
library  and  its  resources. 

One  hundred  twelve  (112)  thought  their  individual  programs  highly  successful, 
fifty-six  (56)  moderately  successful  and  six  (6)  were  disappointed.   Extenuating 
circumstances  often  account  for  less  than  100%  satisfaction,  i.e.  staffing  problems, 
construction,  remodeling,  etc.   Some  quite  frankly  said  they  were  suffering  from  burn 
out.   The  question  about  your  programs  success  is  important  because  it  is  a  chance  for 
you  to  do  some  self-evaluation.   If  you  feel  your  program  was  less  than  highly  successful 
beause  of  something  that  the  State  Library  could  have  done  differently,  then  you  must 
let  us  know.   Otherwise  it  allows  you  to  examine  the  components  of  your  program  to 
identify  ways  to  improve,  and  to  analyze  the  reasons  for  whatever  measure  of 
dissatisfaction  that  you  felt.    A  few  did  not  like  the  dragon  theme.   In  a  few  cases 
attendance  was  down  because  other  agencies  sponsored  competing  programs,  but  in  most 
cases  both  attendance  and  circulation  was  up. 

Many  noted  that  8-11  year  old  children  are  harder  to  program  for,  that  attendance 
is  lower  in  this  age  group,  that  many  other  kinds  of  activities  are  offered  for  them. We  do 
not  think  this  is  cause  for  discouragement,  but  it  is  a  situation  that  should  be 
acknowledged.    We  need  to  realize  that  society  is  changing  and  that  many  parents  work 
all  day.    For  that  reason  children  do  not  have  the  long  unscheduled  summers  they  once 
had.   Often,  day-long  care  must  be  arranged  and  children  are  locked  into  structured 
programs.   It  may  be  that  our  library  programs  need  to  be  altered  and/or  adjusted  to 
accommodate  this  fact.   Look  closely  at  your  local  situation  before  planning  next 
summer's  program.   Think  what  will  be  the  best  way  to  serve  the  most  children  in  your 
area- 
All  but  two  liked  the  materials  this  year.   The  art  work  and  four-color  printing 
were  praised.   The  most  popular  items  were  bookmarks,  coloring  posters,  posters  and 
book  bags  in  that  order.   Opinion  on  the  reading  records  was  more  divided.   There  were 
(60)  ones,  (62)  twos  and  (33)  threes  on  the  ranking  scale.   There  were  nine  (9)  below  the 
median.    Next  year  our  reading  record  will  definitely  be  more  colorful,  but  will  retain 
basically  the  same  format,  i.e.  activities  in  the  inside  of  the  folder  relating  to  Florida 
and  on  the  back,  places  to  record  books.   There  will  be  an  additional  sheet  in  the  manual 
which  can  be  copied  for  extra  lines.    While  some  found  the  inside  of  the  the  folder  to  be 
confusing,  others  called  it  the  best  ever. 

Trying  to  analyze  all  of  your  responses  concerning  the  repro  packets,  we  think  we 
will  make  the  most  people  happy  by  simply  adding  another  activity  sheet.    Next  year 
there  will  be  2  logo  sheets,  3  activity  sheets  and  a  certificate. 

Book  bags  were  a  hit.    Unfortunately  our  money  for  them  was  an  unexpected  bonus 
and  not  part  of  our  regular  budget.   This  year,  Burt  Reynolds  has  agreed  to  let  us  use  his 
picture  and  name  for  promotional  purposes  for  the  '85  SLP.   If  we  can  find  an  underwriter 
for  the  book  bags,  we  will  use  his  picture  on  them  and  supply  them  again.    We  wish  there 
were  some  way  we  could  make  this  a  standard  part  of  our  materials,  but  so  far  we  can't 
see  how. 
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Every  one  liked  the  manual,  so  we  will  stay  with  that  format  and  size.    We  did 
learn  not  to  include  a  two  page  spread  that  could  not  be  reproduced  on  a  standard 
photocopier  (the  treasure  chest).   Sorry  about  that.    We  won't  make  that  mistake  again. 
The  game  sheet  in  this  year's  manual  will  have  to  be  taped  down  the  middle.    We  are 
going  to  try  to  have  a  separate  manual  with  successful  programs  which  can  be  used  year 
round. 

Finally,  without  exception  we  were  mandated  to  plan  another  program  for  next 
year.   We  are  busy  doing  that,  and  in  the  spirit  of  onward  and  upward,  we  hope  it  is  the 
best  ever. 

A  final  word  about  the  evaluations  to  the  local  librarians  who  are  ultimately 
responsible  for  the  Summer  Library  Program's  success.   The  time  and  effort  that  goes 
into  filling  these  out  is  quite  obvious.   The  many  enclosures  and  pictures  are  thoroughly 
enjoyed;  your  thoughtful  comments  are  duly  noted;  the  attendance  statistics  which  you 
gathered  go  to  make  our  grand  total  an  important  measure.    You  know  that  the 
evaluations  are  a  vital  part  of  the  summer  program  which  continues  to  grow  and 
change.   The  changing  is  in  response  to  your  wishes,  the  growing  in  response  to  your 
enthusiasm.   Thank  you. 


P.S.   Several  responses  suggested  that  local  patrons  should  have  a  sheet  to  evaluate  the 
SLP  at  their  library.    We  think  this  is  a  good  idea,  and  suggest  you  devise  a  form  which 
will  give  you  feed  back  from  your  clientele. 

If  this  is  your  first  summer  doing  a  Summer  Library  Program  we  have  a 
publication  called:   How  to  Do  a  Summer  Library  Program  If  You've  Never  Done  One 
Before.   Send  a  request  to  Betty  Miller  at  the  State  Library. 

Finally,  all  our  suggestions  in  the  manual,  at  the  workshops  and  in  person  are 
meant  only  as  helps  -  the  program  is  yours,  individualized  and  tailored  to  suit  your 
community.   The  only  requirements  are  that  the  program  is  open  to  everyone  and  that  it 
be  non-competitive.   Improved  reading  is  certainly  one  goal  of  the  program.    But 
information  in  any  format  is  also  a  goal.

PUBLICITY 

Introduction 

From  very  simple  to  more  elaborate,  here  are 
a  few  publicity  ideas  that  we  think  can  work  for 
any  size  library.   With  adequate  planning  and 
preparation,  one  person  should  be  able  to  utilize 
any  of  the  following.   Don't  forget  the  manuals 
from  previous  years.   They're  full  of  basic 
information  on  publicity  techniques  that  can 
easily  be  adapted  to  FOOTLOOSE. 


Ideas 

Post  in  prominent  places  around  neighborhoods,  shopping  areas, 
recreation  centers.   Space  is  limited  on  the  posters,  so  simply 
write  in  "Join  the  Fun"  and  your  inclusive  program  dates.   Or, 
mount  the  poster  on  a  larger  piece  of  colored  poster  board  and 
attach  a  copy  of  your  program  flyer.

STICKERS:   Start  giving  out  FOOTLOOSE  stickers  to  all  children  who  visit 

your  library  during  the  month  preceding  your  program.   Give  them 
to  individuals  and  school  groups.   If  you've  ordered  enough, 
distribute  to  schools. 


PROGRAM  FLYER:   Print  your  program  flyer  earlier  and  in  quantities  to  enable 
you  to  distribute  through  the  schools  and  places  you've  displayed 
the  posters.   Solicit  funding  for  mass  printing  from  your  Friends 
of  the  Library,  local  businesses,  or  a  cooperative  printer.   Type- 
setting and  professional  printing  are  desirable,  but  attractive 
flyers  can  be  produced  with  only  a  typewriter  and  Xerox  machine. 
Include  a  description  of  the  FOOTLOOSE  program  in  general,  plus 
dates  and  times  for  specific  programs. 

Look  for  examples  of  flyers  at  the 
workshop. 


FOOTPRINT  PATH  TO  THE  LIBRARY:   Create  a  path  of  footprints  leading  up  to 
the  library  door,  into  the  building,  and  through  the  children's 
area.   Begin  your  path  at  schools,  parks,  and/or  recreation 
centers,  or  just  have  them  appear  at  some  prominent  spot  a  short 
distance  from  the  library.   Outdoor  footprints  could  easily  be 
painted  on  sidewalks  and  streets  with  a  stencil  and  roller.   Make 
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your  stencil  from  a  piece  of  poster  board  in  the  shape  of  your 
own  foot,  or  get  a  child  to  serve  as  your  model.   Or  make  the 
footprints  large  and  stylized. 


Be  sure  to  discuss  this  with  your 
streets  department  for  their 
approval.      They  might  even  do  the 
prints  for  you! 


Indoor  prints  can  be  cut  from  fabric,  poster  board,  or 
plastic  (i.e.,  contac  paper),  and  should  be  secured  carefully 
with  tape  or  pins. 


Once  the  path  is  in  place,  contact  your  newspaper,  TV  and 
radio  stations  about  doing  a  news  story  on  the  "mysterious 
footprints." 


"TOES"  OF  THE  TOWN:   Create  a  wall  or  bulletin  board  display  of  feet.   Take 
photos  of  barefoot  kids  or  kids  wearing  different  kinds  of  foot 
gear.   Photograph  "feet  only,"  below  the  knee.   Caption  each 
photo  with  child's  name  and  age  with  a  sentence  about  what  their 
feet  are  going  to  "DO"  during  the  summer.   Photograph  feet 
practicing  ballet,  wading  in  streams,  walking  on  the  beach, 
skate  boarding,  squishing  mud  between  their  toes,  etc.   Include 
some  references  to  FOOTLOOSE  programs  and  visiting  the  library 
in  general. 

You  might  also  include  library  staff  "feet"  and  photos  of 
the  feet  of  prominent  citizens  (mayor,  library  director,  teachers, 
sports  figures,  etc.). 


See  if  the  media  will  run  one  or  two  photos  with  a  story 
about  FOOTLOOSE. 


HOLD  A  FOOTLOOSE  SCAVENGER  HUNT:   During  May,  set  up  a  display  with  lists 
of  things  to  find  around  town.   Plan  your  kick-off  program  to  be 
the  culmination  of  the  hunt.   Award  prizes  to  all  participants 
and  display  items  found.   Use  your  imagination  with  the  lists 
and  highlight  Florida  materials.   Prizes  may  be  simple  things  like 
balloons,  buttons,  stickers,  bookmarks,  etc.   Solicit  donations 


from  local  businesses  or  your  Friends  group. 


SCHOOL  VISITS:   Here  we  go  again.   You  no  doubt  have  THIS  aspect  of  your 

promotion  pretty  well  worked  out.   But,  for  those  "first-timers" 
out  there,  here  are  a  few  suggestions. 

*Make  appointments  to  visit  each  school  in 
your  area  during  May.   Determine  how  long 
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you  want  each  presentation  to  be  and 
whether  you  will  speak  to  individual 
classes,  grade-level  groups  or 
assemblies. 

*At  the  time  of  your  visit,  take  posters 
to  leave  for  display  and  bookmarks  to 
give  to  each  child.   If  you  have  ordered 
enough  stickers,  give  those  out  too. 


Ideas  For  School  Presentations 


The  "Tell-A-Tale"  Program; 

Arrive  at  the  school  dressed  as  a  "typical  tourist" — 
shorts,  Hawaiian  shirt,  sandals,  hat,  camera  and  binoculars. 


Use  your  camera  to  photograph 
the  class.      Display  these 
photos  at  the   library.

Have  T-shirts  made  using  the  design  for  a  transfer  that 
follows.

LOCAL  "TELL  IT  LIKE  IT  WAS"  FEST:   Invite  some  local  "old-timers"  to  tell 
stories  and  reminiscence  about  the  early  days  of  your  community. 

HOLD  A  FOOTLOOSE  RUN:   Keep  it  short  for  kids.   All  participants  get  a 

"famous"  FOOTLOOSE  sticker  and  wear  numbers 
written  on  feet  shaped  cut-outs.   Solicit  prizes 
from  local  businesses.

HOLD  A  FOOTLOOSE  PARADE:   Young  and  old  will  enjoy  walking,  biking,  skate- 
boarding or  whatever.

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HAVE  A  BEAUTIFUL  FEET  OR  "TOES"  OF  THE  TOWN  CONTEST:   Contestants  vie  for 
prizes  in  such  categories  as:   most  elegant,  longest  second  toe, 
smelliest,  best  decorated,  most  agile  (picking  up  pencils),  etc. 

CELEBRATE  MIDSUMMER  MADNESS:   Enjoy  the  relaxed  atmosphere  of  the  summer 
months  with  an  evening  under  the  stars!   Hold  a  storytelling 
concert  highlighted  with  music  by  local  performers. 

HAVE  A  FOOTLOOSE  SIDEWALK  ART  FESTIVAL:   Hand  out  colored  chalks  to  kids 
and  let  them  go  crazy!   Encourage  drawings  of  typical  Florida 
things  or  scenes  from  their  favorite  books.   Prizes  for  all  or 
"instant"  photos  of  all  drawings. 

PLAY  MINIATURE  GOLF:   See  Backyard  Vacation  (Haas)  for  instructions. 

HAVE  A  FOOTLOOSE  STREET  FAIR:   Put  together  any  or  all  of  the  above  ideas 
to  create  total  chaos!   Have  a  run,  races,  sidewalk  art,  "Toes" 
of  the  Town  contest  and  so  on.   Invite  local  craftspeople  to 
give  demonstrations  of  basket-weaving,  quilting,  etc.   Have 
local  musicians  and  dancers  perform  and  throw  in  some  story- 
telling and  the  puppet  show.   Don't  forget  the  MEDIA!

Set 
potted  palms  on  either  side  of  your  entrance  for  that  "very 
tropical"  effect. 

TRACKS :   Plaster  the  place  with  footprints:   on  walls,  ceilings,  across 
desks,  over  windows,  etc. 

FLIGHTS :   Suspend  kites  from  ceiling. 

MOBILES:   Let  your  kids  create  Florida  mobiles  from  shells,  pine  cones, 
cut-outs  of  suns,  palms,  fish,  etc.   Look  through  the  craft 
books  for  ideas.

(insert  your  town's  name)  display.   Use  old  photographs,  farm 
utensils,  toys  and  games,  clothing.   Take  rubbings  of  historical 
markers  or  tombstones.   See  Paper  Crafts  (Hetzer)  for  directions. 
Contact  your  local  historical  society  for  their  ideas  and 
resources. 


ARTS  &  CRAFTS:   Display  Florida  crafts  such  as  basketry,  quilting,  wrought 
iron  work  or  wood  carving.   Contact  local  artisans  for  their 
suggestions. 

KID  PECO:   Let  your  kids  decorate  the  walls  with  Florida  murals.   Cover  a 
wall  with  brown  or  white  butcher  paper,  provide  colored  pencils, 
markers,  chalk  or  paint  and  let  your  kids  go.   Do  one  continuous 
mural  all  around  the  room  (if  you  have  wall  space)  or  do  a  new 
mural  every  week  or  so.   You  might  set  a  theme  for  each  mural. 


Possible  themes: 

FLORIDA  SCENES.   Include  pictures  of  the  beach,  animals,  palms, 

the  Everglades,  your  local  skyline,  etc. 

SUMMER  FEET.   Use  pictures  of  summer  activities  such  as  swimming, 

skateboarding,  dance,  etc. 

FOOTLOOSE  FICTION.   Include  scenes  and  characters  from  books  using 

your  trusty  old  opaque  projector  (If  you  don't  have  one,  see  about 

borrowing  one  from  your  local  school).   Then,  let  the  kids  fill  it 

in  with  fabrics,  paper,  and  natural  Florida  "stuff."   See  This 

Way  to  Books  (Bauer)  for  more  ideas. 
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This  can  be  a  group  project,    in 
conjunction  with  a  program,    or 
kids  can  add  to  it  individuallij 
when  they  visit  the   library. 

BOOK  NOOKS :   Build  a  small  Seminole  Chickee,  constructed  from  fence  posts 
and  palm  fronds.   Directions  for  a  rather  elaborate  version  may 
be  found  in  Seminole  World  of  Tommy  Tiger  (Kersey).   Directions 
for  a  temporary  Seminole  hunting  shelter  may  be  found  in 
American  Indian  Habitats  (Simon) . 

Create  an  At  The  Beach  spot  with  a  beach  umbrella,  beach  blanket 
or  inflatable  raft.   Fill  an  ice  chest  with  good  books  to  read. 

Grow  a  Reading  Jungle.   Set  up  a  circle  or  semi-circle  of  potted, 
fast-growing  vines  such  as  philodendren  or  sweet  potato.   Place 
a  tall  stake  in  each  pot  for  the  vine  to  grow  up.   Angle  stakes 
so  they  meet  at  top  and  tie  together.   As  the  plants  grow,  you 
get  a  shady  jungle  nook  for  quiet  reading.
